REMARKS 



Rejections 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 1-5, 7-35, 37-65 and 67-90 

Claims 1-5, 7-35, 37-65 and 67-90 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,751,623 to Basso et al (previously cited) in view of 
Extensible MPEG-4 Textual Format (XMT) to Kim et al. Applicant is submitting 
herewith a list of publications presented at the Proceedings of the ACM Multimedia 2000 
Workshops, October 30 through November 3, 2000 (Exhibit A). Kim is listed on page 3 
of Exhibit A. Thus, October 30, 2000 is the earliest publication date to which Kim is 
entitled. Applicant respectfully draws the Examiner's attention to the Related 
Applications section of the present application (paragraph 1), in which Applicant claims 
priority to U.S. Provisional application 60/242,378, filed on October 20, 2000. Because 
Kim was published after Applicant's effective filing date, Kim is not prior art. 

Because the previous 35 U.S.C. § 102 rejection of claims 1-5, 7-35, 37-65 and 67- 
90 over Basso was withdrawn in response to Applicant's Appeal Brief, Basso alone 
cannot be properly interpreted as rendering obvious Applicant's invention as claimed in 
claims 1-5, 7-35, 37-65 and 67-90. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests the 
withdrawal of the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Claims 6, 36, and 66 

Claims 6, 36 and 66 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious 
over Basso and Kim, in view of U.S. Patent 6,549,922 to Srivastava et al. and the W3C 
press release of November 16, 1999 (both previously cited). 

Kim is not prior art. Because the previous 35 U.S.C. § 103 rejection of claims 6, 
36 and 66 over the combination of Basso, Srivastava and the W3C press release was 
withdrawn in response to Applicant's Appeal Brief, the combination of Basso, Srivastava 
and the W3C press release cannot be properly interpreted as rendering obvious 
Applicant's invention as claimed in claims 6, 36 and 66. Accordingly, Applicant 
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respectfully requests the withdrawal of the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) 



SUMMARY 



Claims 1-90 are currently pending. In view of the foregoing amendments and 
remarks, Applicant respectfully submits that the pending claims are in condition for 
allowance.
